REPOKT1XH BY TELEPHONE. 


Luntlim Tiina. 


The conductors of thin journtl bar- 


ing permission from the Metropolitan 
Board of Works to lay down tbe necei- 
sary wires in the subway of the Km- 
bankmont, formed a now connection 
between the House of Commons and 
the office, and placed one of Kdiaon's 
loud-speaking telephones at either end. 
The immediate result of this arrange- 
ment has been to bring tbe compositor 
at the machine into direct communica- 
tion with the Parliamentary reporter at 
the House, and to enable the debr.tes to 
be reported and printed from half to 
three-quarters of an hour later than 
had previously been possible. 
The 


notes made by the reporter can be read 
directly from tho telephone receiver in 
a room ad.jnining tho gallery, either by 
the reporter himself when relieved or 
by another person employed for the 
purpose; and the compositor, at his 
machine in the office, sets with his cars 
in juxtaposition with the other terminal 
of the instrument. 
The plan which 


has liecn found the most efficacious for 
the purpose of shutting out distracting 
sounds of other kinds is to place the 
disc of the telephone above and behind 
the compositor, and then to arrange two 
tubes, each with two trumpet-shaped 
extremities, in such a manner that 
these extremities are applied at one end 
to the two sides ol the telephonic disc 
and at tho other end to the two ears of 
the compositor. 
The compositor is also 


furnished with a speaking instrument 
with a key for ringing a bell, and with 
it bell which is rung from the House— 
a simple code of bell signals, consisting 
of one, two or three strokes, sufficing 
for the ordinary requirements of each 
message. 
The compositor announces 


by the bell that he is ready, receives a 
sentence, strikes the bell to indicate 
that he understands it, sen up the typo 
with his machine, striks tho bell again 
for the reader to continue his dictation, 
and so on until tho work is carried as 
far as timo will allow. 
If there is any 


doubt or difficulty about the words, a 
bell signal will cause them to be re- 
peated, or explanations can bo sought 
and received by direct vocal communi- 
cation. In this power, indeed, resides 
one of the chief advantages of that 
method, and one which ought to lead 
to greater accuracy than has ever pre- 
viously been attained.

letter by letter if there is any doubt 
about them,

General Chester A. Arthur, on whoie 


shoulders tbe vies presidential mantel 
is in all probability destined to (all, it 
an eminent lawyer and active politician, 
of New York. 
Ho first became promi- 


nent in the political affairs of the me- 
tropolis in 1861, under the auspices of 
Governor Edwin P. Morgan. Mr. Ar- 
thur was then about 30 years of age, 
and a member of the law firm of Aithur 
A: Gardiner; he bad been known, with 
other young lawyers, M an active young 
republican from the time of the Fre- 
mont campaign. Governor Morgan first 
appointed him, Januafy 1, IKfl!, a* 
Knginccr-in-Chiof, and on April II, 
1SG2, as Inspector General on his staff.

General Arthur 


made his mark during tho early period 
of the civil war, when regiments were 
raised, equipped and sent to the field 
by the State of New York. When 
Governor Fcnton was elected, (Sonera! 
Arthur's place was taken by (ieneral 
Mcrritt, who succeeded him as Collec- 
tor, 
during the years when General 


Arthur was out of office, from IStM to 
lf-71, he waii busily engaged in local

Arthur, and, although the latter was 
removed, his opponent* acknowledged 
that he went out of office with no stain 
upon his garments. Since his appoint- 
mcnt;by General Grant, Gen. Arthur 
has been one of the rccognitcd loaders 
in the republican party in New York. 
He was chosen chairman of the stato 
central committee upon the election of 
Governor Cornell, and is now chairman 
of the committee.
